REMARKS 



Claims 1, 3-8, 11-20 and 30-33 are in this application and are presented for 
consideration. By this Amendment, claim 1 has been amended according to the allowable 
subject matter noted in the final rejection. Specifically, claim 1 has been amended to include 
the features of claims 9 and 10. Applicant has canceled claims 9 and 10. New claim 32 has 
been amended according to the allowable subject matter noted in the final rejection. New claim 
32 includes the features of claims 1 and 18. New claim 31 is a combination of claims 1, 6 and 
16. It is Applicant's position that claim 8 fails to develop or specify features of claim 6. As 
such, claim 8 has not been combined with the features of claims 1, 6 and 16 as noted in the 
allowable subject matter of the final rejection. The features mentioned in claim 1 6 already relate 
to claim 1 . Further, the prior art as a whole fails to suggest or teach the features of new claim 
31. It is Applicant's position that the application is now in condition for allowance.
